Washington December 4 In the
House tho bill for tho punishing of a
guardian or any fiduciary agent for em ¬

bezzlement of the pension of a ward
was passed

On motion of Mr Morrow of Cali-
fornia

Mr Morrow explained that tho bill
would appropriate for tho payment of
pensions 1133173000 to bo distributed
among 054715 pensioners This was tho
largest number of bcneflciiiries ever
provided for in any single item in tho
statutes of tho United States It was
estimated that tho gross cost for tho
United States of theso pensions for the
year 1892 would average 120340 each
He believed there would bo no de-

Commissioner of Pensions Rami which
formed the basis of an investigation last
session and asserted that all had been
proved The Pension Bureau should be
presided over by men whoso characters
are above reproach During tho last
campaign tho commissioner had gone to
Indiana and had invaded his Coopers
district Tho commissioner only ex¬

cuse was that he might defeat Mr
Coopers election Tho commissioner
hadirono to Indiana to prostitute his

NEW MEASURES

Grlt Turned In to Keep Congress at
Work

Wasiiinoton December 4 Senator
Stewart today introduced a bill for tho
freo and unlimited uso of nilver as
money It amends tho first section of
the present law by repealing the clause
limiting the purchase of bullion and
requires tho Secretary of tho Treasury
to purchaso all silver bullion offered at
a price not exceeding 1 for 37125
grains puro silver It also amended tho
third section by requiring tho Secretary
to coin at least 2000000 ounces per
month after July 1 next and as much
tnoro as is necessary to redeem treasury
notes

In the House Mr Bland introduced a
bill requiring tho Secretary of tho
Treasury to preparo a now series of
treasury notes called greenbacks and
to issuo them in sums In the amount of
the national bank notes from timo to
time surrendered for redemption

Mr Bland also introduced n bill au ¬

thorizing tho issuo of a scries of legal
tender notes to meet any deficiencies in
the revenues of the Government Tho
preamble to the bill recites that defi ¬

ciency in tho revenues is now threatened
nd tho country is not in a condition to

London December 4 At a meeting
of Parnellites a manifesto by the Catho-
lic

¬

hierarchy In Ireland was readdeclar
ing in consequence of tho revelations in
tho OShea divorce case which convict
Parnell of one of tho gravest offo ices
known to religion and society Catholic
Ireland cannot accept as leader a man so
wholly dishonored

Clancy offered his amendment which
provided that in view of tho conference
between Parnell and Gladstone the
party whip be instructed to obtain from
Gladstone Morely and Harcourt before
any further consideration of the main
question information on any departure
from tho bill of 1880 mado by Gladstone
in his suggestions affecting the contiol
of the Irish constabulary and the settle-
ment

¬

of the question
A prolonged debato took place on tho

amendment
Parnell intimated that if the party

took the responsibility off his shoulders
and would insist on the Liberal leaders
promising to carry tho acceptance of
tho home rule bill through the Com ¬

mons in the face of all opposition he
would retire from the leadership He
asked the meeting to accept Clancys
resolution whereupon he said tho alli
unce between the Nationalists and Lib-
erals

¬

would be renewed
Healy refused to submit to Parnells

stipulations Ho declared they were
even beyond tho lines of compromise
suggested at yesterdays meeting

Sexton declared that a majority of
tho members were firmly determined to
adhere to the main question and would
simply vote that Parnell must resign

Parnell proceeded to talk at length

At the afternoon session a delegation
representing the Merchants Alliance of
Kansas were introduced by Colonel
Livingstone of Georgia and all made
addresses They asked for a committee
of conference to arrange for closer rela ¬

tions between the Merchants and Na-
tional

Alliances The committee was
appointed

Delegates from the New York Work
ingmens Reform League addressed the
Convention saying among other things
that as mechanics and laborers in cities
were much dependent upon the indus-
trial

condition of the country they were
and should be eligible to membership in
the Alliance

Colonel Livingston said they would
best keep their own separate organiza-
tion

as at present but should fraternize
more closely and qonfer more frequently
on measures of public policy Here
commended cooperation and fraternity

In an interview with an Associated
Press representative this afternoon
Delegate Davis said A call for a na¬

tional conference to be held February
23 next with a view of forming a new
party has been drawn up It endorses
tho Alliance platform adopted at St
Louis and invites all organizations in
sympathy to send delegates to Cincin-
nati

It lays down four propositions
with rcfeience to national reforms
finance transportation lands and labor
Mr Davis thought the convention would
result in placing a presidental ticket in
the field in 1892 The call will
not to be presented to the National
Alliance but will bo circulated for
signatures in thirty six States and per¬

haps in all the States of the Union
There is considerable indignation

among correspondents over the lailurea
of the press committee which was to
give out information to perform its
duty A vigorous protest was made to
President Polk today Tho policy of
the Alliance seems to be one of the
strictest secrecy
